We 
Southern  Baptists,  with  our  present  doc¬ 
trinal  position  and  our  convention  poli¬ 
cies,  are  the  hope  of  the  Baptist  causs 
in  the  nation.  Being  right  in  the  middle 
of  the  fight  here  in  Oregon,  I  appeal  to 
you  to  hold  tenaciously  to  the  same  po¬ 
sition  as  you  express  in  your  editorial 
of  November  20.

Not  later  than  January  1st,  the 
to  district  plan  will  be  ready  for 
mailing  to  all  of  the  music  mailing 
list  and  all  pastors  in  the  state. 
This  district  program  will  be  fol¬ 
lowed  in  all  music  participation 
lor  1953. 

Hie  new  district  program  is  de¬ 
signed  to  bring  the  district  music 
programs  to  the  people  and  should 
lend  encouragement  to  many  more 
groups  and  many  more  hymn  play¬ 
ers  from  the  various  churches 
over  the  state  taking  part  in  the 
district  festival  program.  The  idea 
will  be  built  around  centers  for 
each  district  and  the  districts  are 
outlined  according  to  the  range  of 
the  people. 

The  1953  district  festivals  will  be 
held  beginning  April  13th  and  run¬ 
ning  through  May  17th.  The  pro¬ 
gram  will  be  held  from  5  p.  m.,  to 
9  p.  m.  beginning  with  the  hymn 
playing  in  the  late  afternoon  fol¬ 
lowed  with  a  sandwich  spread  or 
refreshment  period  prepared  by 
the  entertaining  church.  Following 
the  refreshment  period,  all  choral 
adjudication  will  be  held.  The  last 
30  minute  period  in  the  evening 
will  be  given  over  to  a  mass  choir 
concert  by  all  groups  participating 
in  the  festival.

churched  areas  of  the  country. 

There  is  a  great  deal  which  Aus¬ 
tralians  could  learn  from  Southern 
Baptists,  in  this  and  other  ways. 
But  that  learning  should  not  by  any 
means  be  all  in  one  direction,  lor 
there  is  much  that  w#  can  learn 
from  them. 

We  could  learn  something  about 
giving  to  missions.  Australian  Bap¬ 
tista  are  giving,  proportionately,  S 
to  Id  times  as  much  as  Southern 
Baptists  to  foreign  missions  One 
ehurch,  with  less  than  400  member 
gave  1200  pounds  (2700)  to  foreign 
missions  alone  laM  year.  Hie  Bap¬ 
tist  people  of  Australia  are  foreign- 
mission  minded.  They  are  trained 
from  childhood  to  give  to  missions, 
to  pray  for  missions,  to  *e  as 
missionaries. 

We  could  learn  something  about 
the  meaning  of  church  membership 
from  them.  A  man  is  net  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  an  Australian  BaptiM  church 
five  minutes  after  he  decided  to 
Join.  After  he  applies  for  member¬ 
ship,  he  must  meet  with  s  com¬ 
mittee  of  the  church,  give  evi¬ 
dence  of  his  conversion,  show  that 
he  understands  what  he  is  doing, 
and  tell  the  committee  how  he  feels 
about  systematic  giving,  what  he  in¬ 
tends  to  do  about  attending  the  ser¬ 
vices,  and  what  place  of  service  he 
wofild  like  to  take  in  the  church.  I 
found  that  a  certain  percentage  of 
those  who  asked  for  membership 
never  came  to  meet  the  committee. 
Of  those  who  did  come,  the  over¬ 
whelming  majority  went  on  to  be¬ 
come  useful,  rctive,  contributing 
members.  On  the  other  hand,  when 
a  member  failed  to  remain  active, 
he  was  called  upon,  and  M.  be 
could  not  be  restored  to  reasonable 
activity,  he  was  removed  f  r  e  m 
membership. 

We  could  learn  something  about 
maintaining  a  devotional  life.  Most 
ef  my  church  members  maintain 
•d  dally  family  prayer.  Recently

W.  J.  Shoemaker  died  at  h  i  s 
Bay  Springs  home  Oct.  J.  At  his 
bedside  were  Mrs.  Shoemaker,  a 
on  Wayne  Shoemaker  and  wife;  her 
three  sisters,  his  pastor  and  others 
near  and  dear  to  the  family.

He  waa  county  supt.  of  education 
one  term,  taught  in  the  county 
schools  and  had  been  welfare  agent 
several  years  when  declining  health 
forced  his  retirement.  He  received 
his  B.  A.  degree  from  Mississippi 
College. 

Funeral  services  were  held  in 
the  Bay  Springs  Baptist  Church 
with  his  pastor,  Dr.  Cecil  Jones,  in 
charge  assisted  by  Rev.  J.  L. 
Hughes,  and  Dr.  J.  R.  Wills  of 
Newton  with  interment  ia  the  city 
cemetery.

ed  training  in  religious  education, 
church  music,  and  theology.  This 
could  readily  be  done  if  Baptist*  of 
means  would  underwrite  their  ex¬ 
penses  while  in  this  country.  With¬ 
out  such  help,  R  would  be  almost 
impossible. 

The  Australians  know  more  about 
us  than  we  know  about  them.  But 
they  have  only  the  hasiest  ideas  of 
our  Sunday  Schools,  Training  Un¬ 
ions,  church  choirs,  adult  and 
youth  training  programs,  and  pro¬ 
motional  methods.  When  I  showed 
some  of  our  literature  to  intelligent 
pastors  there,  they  were  amased 
and  impressed.  One  ef  them  said, 
“If  only  some  ehurch  in  the  South 
would  roB  up  a  selection  of  its  nsed 
literature  from  time  to  time  and 
mall  R  to  ns,  I  could  tot  our  Sun¬ 
day  School  teachers  and  Christian 
Endeavour  leaders  look  at  R,  and 
learn  some  of  your  ideas."  These 
churches  do  not  want  our  money — 
though  they  have  little,  they 
would  rather  we  r«ve  to  missions 
But  the  alert  among  them  are 
yearning  to  share  some  of  the 
ideas  and  methods  that  have 
enabled  Southern  Baptists  to  grow 
and  progress. 

I  suggested  to  that  pastor  that 
see  might  find  for  him  and  for  eth¬ 
ers  "sister"  churches  to  the  South¬ 
ern  Baptist  Convention,  a  church  in 
our  convention  pairing  off  with  s 
church  in  Australis  These  church¬ 
es  could  exchange  literature  and 
ideas,  their  men’s  and  women's 
groups  could  exchange  programs, 
they  could  pray  for  one  another’s 
revival  efforts,  the  children  could 
find  pen  pals,  and  the  pasters 
might  exchange  books,  and  evsu, 
some  day,  exchange  pulpits  for  a 
period.  He  responded  warmly  to 
the  idea. 

I  believe  Southern  Baptists  have 
an  obligation  to  Australia.  Here  is 
a  vast  area  similar  to  many  ways 
to  our  own.  Most  of  its  people  arc 
lost  Mormons,  Pen  tec  o*  tails  ts,  and 
Seventh  Day  Adventists,  backed  by 
American  men  and  money,  are 
making  a  bid  for  Australia.  Already 
in  the  field  are  the  Baptists,  ortho¬ 
dox,  loyal  to  the  Bible,  evangelis 
tie,  but  limited  in  stoe,  pertly  be¬ 
es  ass  of  lack  of  knowledge  and 
methods.  They  are  beginning  to 
look  to  Southern  Baptists  mere 
than  to  any  other  group  for  inspira¬ 
tion  and  example.  How  we  respond 
may  determine  their  future. 


Newspaper  Warns  Against 
'Commercializing'  Christmas

DURHAM,  N.  C.  — (RNS)  —A 
warning  that  “increasing  c  o  m- 
mereialization  of  Christmas"  im¬ 
perils  the  spiritual  significance  of 
the  essentially  religious  holiday 
was  sounded  editorially  here  by 
the  Durham  Morning  Herald. 

Noting  that  the  Durham  Min¬ 
isterial  Association  “is  properly 
giving  the  matter  its  attention,” 
the  daily  paper  warned  that  there 
is  danger  of  religion  becoming 
identified  with  the  commercial  as¬ 
pects  of  Christmas  observance 
without  in  the  least  lessening  its 
com  mercialization. 

"A  word  of  caution  concerning 
the  religious  emphasis  is  in  or¬ 
der,"  the  editorial  said.  “Some  as¬ 
pects  of  religious  emphasis.  .  .  . 
may  tend  to  make  some  of  the 
Christmas  observance  tawdry  by 
associating  it  in  the  popular  mind 
with  the  commercial  aspects. 

"It  requires  no  unusually  vivid 


over¬ 
emphasis  upon  religious  scenes  ia 
floats  and  store  windows  can  make 
them  cheap  and  rob  them  of  their 
real  significance.  The  continuing 
repetition  of  the  beautiful  manger 
scene  in  floats  in  Christmas  pa¬ 
rades  will  soon  make  k  as  mean¬ 
ingless  as  the  emphasis  upon  San¬ 
ta  Claus  has  made  meaningless  a 
character  who  could  be  a  much 
more  attractive  and  significant 
figure. 

“The  portrayal  of  the  Holy  Fam¬ 
ily,  the  Miepherds  and  the  magi  ia 
store  window  after  store  window 
inevitably  will  associate  them  ia 
the  popular  mind  not  with  tbs 
birth  of  the  Savior  but  with  ths 
sale  of  Christmas  gifts  and  ths 
hurly-burly  of  Christmas  shopping. 

“The  sensitive  soul  shudders  st 
the  mere  thought  of  hearing  'Sil¬ 
ent  Night,  Holy  Night*  blared  from 
loud  speakers.”
